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To  the  Commissioner  of  Education 

As  State  Director  of  libraries  I  report  on  the  public  libraries  sec- 
tion for  the  year  ending  Sep.  30,  1904,  as  follows: 

Staff  and  expenditures.  The  work  has  been  done  by  the  same 
staff  as  last  year. 

Approximate  expenditures  for  grants,  books,  binding  and  pic- 
tures for  home  education  including  public  libraries,  traveling  li- 
braries and  collections,  study  clubs  and  extension  teaching  were: 
cash  grants  to  public  libraries  $24,048.14,  books  $4457.48,  bind- 
ing $121.14,  pictures,  lanterns  and  slides  $3000,  regular  salaries. 
$27,990.67,  not  including  $2516.57  for  part  time  services. 

LIBRARIES  UNDER  STATE  SUPERVISION 

Charters  and  transfers.  During  the  year  9  permanent  and  7  pro- 
visional library  charters  were  granted.  Five  provisional  charters, 
previously  granted  were  made  permanent.  One  charter  was. 
amended  by  changing  the  corporate  name,  and  two  by  changing 
the  number  of  trustees  and  the  methods  of  their  election.  Five 
library  transfers  were  approved  and  the  charters  of  two  of  those 
transferred  and  of  two  previously  transferred  and  thus  consolidated, 
with   other  libraries  were   surrendered  and  the   corporations    dis-- 
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solved.     One  provisional   charter  was   surrendered  and  one   was 
withdrawn  by  the  Regents.

Growth.  The  number  of  libraries  holding  University  charters, 
after  deducting  3  withdrawn,  i  by  consolidation,  and  2  for  lack  of 
support,  has  increased  by  13.  There  are  now  238  independent 
libraries  in  the  University,  all  except  5  being  free  for  circulation  of 
books.  76  of  these  libraries,  having  less  than  $1000  in  books  and 
other  library  property,  are  incorporated  provisionally  for  5  years. 
5  libraries  of  this  class,  having  gained  the  required  property,  have 
received  permanent  charters  during  the  year. 

Resources  of  new  libraries .  Out  of  9  libraries  receiving  per- 
manent charters  5  are  provided  with  excellent  buildings,  either  in 
actual  possession  or  in  immediate  prospect,  those  at  Dunkirk  and 
Warsaw  being  gifts  from  Mr  Carnegie.  The  value  of  the  Dunkirk 
building  does  not  appear  in  the  table  as  it  was  not  assured  at  the 
date  of  application  for  charter. 
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The  5  provisional  charters  made  permanent  show  the  result  of 
patient  effort  and  steady  growth. 

The  7  provisional  charters  mark  the  beginning  of  new  enter- 
prises for  the  service  of  small  communities.  In  each  case  the 
amount  named  in  the  table  has  been  considerably  increased  by 
state  allotments  of  public  librar}'  money.  Within  a  short  time 
each  of  them  will  doubtless  be  able  to  claim  a  permanent  charter. 

Transfers .  During  the  year  3  libraries  in  the  city  of  New  York 
have  become  branches  of  the  New  York  Public  Library  by  transfer 
of  all  their  books  and  other  library  property.  These  are  the  Harlem 
Library  chartered  by  the  Legislature  in  1820,  the  Webster  Free 
Library,  connected  with  the  East  Side  House  since  1894  and  the 
Tottenville  Library^  founded  in  Richmond  county  in  1899.  Part 
of  the  School  Library  in  Andover  was  transferred  to  the  Free  Library 
in  the  same  town,  and  on  the  closing  of  the  Hudson  River  Institute 
at  Claverack,  286  of  its  books  were  sent  to  the  Claverack  Free 
Library. 

Corporations  dissolved.  4  libraries  in  the  city  of  New  York> 
having  become  branches  of  the  New  York  Public  Library  within  2 
or  3  years,  surrendered  their  charters  and  the  corporations  were 
dissolved  by  Regents  vote.  The  American  Hebrew  Library  at 
Whitestone,  provisionally  incorporated  Dec.  21,  1899,  surrendered 
its  charter  and  was  dissolved.  Copake  Free  Library  provisionally 
incorporated  in  1900  failed  to  obtain  needed  support  and,  after  due 
notice,  the  charter  was  annulled. 

Registered  libraries.  10  libraries  have  been  registered  as  main- 
taining a  proper  library  standard.  6  of  these  are  branch  libraries,. 
3  belonging  to  the  Brooklyn  Public  Librar}'-,  and  i  each  to  the 
Buffalo  Public,  the  Queensborough,  and  the  Syracuse  Public  libra- 
ries. In  addition  to  these,  the  railroad  branch  of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  at 
West  Albany  and  the  Young  Men's  Hebrew  Association  of  New 
York  have  registered  their  libraries  and  the  Balmville  Free  Cir- 
culating Library,  near  Newburgh,  and  the  Oswego  City  Library  have 
obtained  registr}^  The  latter  was  incorporated  by  act  of  Legisla- 
ture in  1853  and  has  13,000  volumes.  The  Montague  branch 
of  the  Brooklyn  Public  Library  was  formerly  the  Brooklyn  Library 
chartered  by  the  Legislature  in  1857,  containing  163,400  books  and 
holding  property  valued  at  $850,000.  The  library  at  Totten- 
ville, having  surrendered  its  charter  to  become  a  branch  of  the  New 
York  Public  is  also  added  to  the  number  of  registered  libraries,  of 
which  there  are  now  122  which  added  to  238  chartered  and  ad- 
mitted   libraries    and    one    library  association    holding    a    limited

charter  makes  the  total  number  which  are  as  Hbraries  in  direct 
relation  to  the  University  361. 

Annual  reports  this  year  show  554  free  lending  libraries  under 
inspection,  and  since  these  returns  are  not  complete  it  is  evident 
that  more  than  200  libraries  connected  with  high  schools  are  free 
for  public  use,  though  not  formally  registered  as  public  libraries 
and  not  asking  for  the  aid  of  public  library  money.

INSPECTION 

Libraries  visited.  During  the  year  ending  June  30,  1904  inspec- 
tor William  R.  Eastman  anl  subinspector  William  F.  Yust  made 
408  library  visits,  this  number  being  greater  by  78  than  in  any  pre- 
vious year.  These  were  in  56  counties;  58  of  these  libraries  had 
not  been  previously  reached  and  31  are  not  connected  with  the 
Education  Department.  Charters  were  granted  to  21  of  the  libraries 
visited.  The  charters  of  3  were  amended;  the  charters  of  5  were 
dissolved  or  withdrawn.  10  were  registered  as  maintaining  a  proper 
standard  and  243  received  grants  of  public  librar}^  money. 

The  inspector  gave  54  lectures  and  addresses  in  communities 
desiring  to  establish  public  libraries  or  to  add  to  their  equipment, 
before  library  associations  and  institutes  in  the  State  and  Pratt 
Institute  library  schools  and  at  Chautauqua  Assembly.  Six  lec- 
tures on  library  buildings  were  illustrated  by  stereopticon  pictures. 

Certificates  of  approved  circulation.  Certificates  of  approved 
circulation  were  issued  to  37  libraries  and  branches  which,  being  in 
1    rge  of  private  corporations,  are  free  for  public  use. 
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The  statements  and  figures  thus  certified  were  made  the  basis  of 
applications  for  aid  by  local  taxation  under  section  37  of  the  Uni- 
versity law.  The  total  circulation  covered  by  these  certificates 
was  4,182,208,  of  which  3,737,257  was  from  libraries  in  Manhattan 
and  Richmond  boroughs  in  the  city  of  New  York  and  209,000  from 
those  of  Albany. 

The  figures  given  include  3  supplemental  certificates  amounting 
to  707,251  recognizing  traveling  library  circulation  and  reference 
work.

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MONEY  ALLOTMENTS 

Allotments  of  public  library  money  were  made  to  281  libraries- 
including  branches.  These  were  sent  out  each  month  in  the  year 
except  April  1904,  a  second  payment  for  March  having  been  made 
on  the  25th. 

The  total  apportionment  was  $24,048.14,  an  average  of  $85  a 
library,  each  being  limited  to  $100.  There  were  107  applications 
in  excess  of  the  sum  paid,  102  of  these  being  for  $200,  the  full  amount 
allowed  by  ordinance. 

Approved  applications  from  the  same  libraries  amounted  to  $34,- 
237.14  or  $10,189  in  excess  of  all  allotments.  If  it  could  be  an- 
nounced that  funds  were  sufficient  to  allow  payment  according  to 
the  ordinance  allowing  $200  to  a  library,  doubtless  the  appHcations 
would  be  still  larger  by  $2000  or  $3000.

1 1  libraries  received  grants  two  years  ago  which  have  since  re- 
ceived nothing.  In  some  instances  the  money  obtained  in  one  year 
is  made  to  last  for  two  years"  purchase  of  books.  In  other  cases 
this  failtire  is  due  to  carelessness  of  trustees  who  forget  to  use  their 
privilege.  In  hardly  any  case  is  it  impossible  to  raise  some  money 
for  books  when  the  state  is  ready  to  double  the  amount.  The  num- 
ber aided  or  supported  by  local  taxation  is  202  which  is  a  gain  on 
last  year's  report  of  184  and  of  176  the  previous  year.  Still  there 
remain  159  of  these  approved  free  libraries  dependent  on  endow- 
ment, voluntary  contributions  and  state  aid  in  buying  books.  The 
number  in  the  state  supported  by  endowment  will  not  exceed  10 
and  only  35  have  any  help  from  this  soiirce.  The  public  tax  must 
always  remain  the  chief  reHance  for  public  library'  support  carry- 
ing with  it  the  great  advantage  of  showing  to  the  people  that  the 
libran,"  is  neither  a  charity  nor  a  luxun,"  but  a  necessity  of  the  time 
and  the  property  of  all.  The  munificent  Carnegie  gifts,  requiring 
a  guaranty  from  the  tax-le\wing  power  of  a  yearly  10%  for  library 
maintenance,  have  done  much  to  influence  popular  thinking  in  this 
direction.  The  table  of  libraries  in  cities  on  page  346  shows  that  of 
45  cities  in  the  state,  6  paid  nothing  by  taxation  for  free  libraries. 
But  the  total  paid  by  them  all  was  $647,693,  a  substantial  gain  of 
$66,840  or  11*^,  over  1903.

Growth.  The  libraries  reporting  are  1140,  or  20  less  than  last 
year.  Those  faihng  to  report  are  among  the  smaller  high  school 
Hbraries,  free  to  a  limited  class  only.  Even  with  a  smaller  number 
of  libraries,  additions  reported  are  larger  than  in  1903,  and  volumes 
and  circulation  are  greater  than  in  any  previous  year. 

Selecting  from  the  total  the  free  lending  libraries,  as  shown  in 
the  second  table  above,  there  is  an  increase  in  this  class  of  18  or 
3%  over  last  year,  an  increase  in  volumes  of  303,737  or  iof%  and 
in  circulation  of  450,676  or  4%.  It  would  appear  that  the  per- 
centage of  increased  supply  was  considerably  in  advance  of  the  in- 
creased demand.  This  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  the  Brooklyn 
Library  of  161,740  volumes,  formerly  open  to  subscribers  only,  be- 
came within  the  year  a  branch  of  the  Brooklyn  Pubhc  Library  and 
is  thus  transferred  to  the  class  of  free  libraries.  Aside  from  this 
large  addition  the  increase  in  volumes  was  141. 997  or  5%'  corre- 
sponding more  closely  with  the  rate  of  increase  in  circulation. 

The  average  of  circulation  now  stands  at  365  for  each  100  vol- 
umes, lower  than  in  any  year  since  1897.     Last  year  it  was  390  and 
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"has  been  above  380  for  4  years  past.  If  the  large  addition  of  books 
noted  above  was  left  out  the  average  would  now  be  385.  Some 
free  libraries  may  do  better  work  with  diminished  circulation. 
They  may  circulate  more  and  more  a  class  of  books  that  require 
more  time  from  the  reader  and  less  frequent  exchanges.  This 
would  be  a  distinct  gain.  They  may  also  put  more  time  and  energy 
into  their  more  valuable  reference  work.  Still  there  is  a  daily  ad- 
vance of  1234  in  circulation  over  the  previous  year  and  an  increase 
of  61  for  each  looo  population.  Besides  the  total  free  circulation 
of  11,347,802  there  was  a  circulation  of  871,656  from  libraries  not 
free  to  the  public. 

Libraries  in  cities.  The  following  table  shows  free  library  re- 
sources and  work  in  each  of  our  45  cities.  Cortland  and  Olean 
have  good  libraries  free  for  reference  but  none  free  for  circulation, 
Jamestown,  Oswego,  Rochester  and  Troy,  though  enjoying  free 
library  privileges,  report  nothing  paid  from  taxation  this  year  for 
their  support. 

More  than  half  the  city  population,  books,  circulation  and  library 
tax  are  in  New  York.  Next  is  Buffalo  with  a  circulation  of  1,085,- 
522,  nearly  3  books  for  each  inhabitant,  while  New  York  has  less 
than  2  books  for  each. 

Rochester  is  third  in  population,  but  has  recently  distributed 
its  district  library  among  the  schools.  Its  remaining  free  public 
library,  a  valuable  collection,  is  supported  by  private  endowment. 
Syracuse,  standing  fourth  in  population,  is  third  in  books  and 
amount  of  library  tax,  but  fourth  in  circulation.  Albany,  fifth  in 
size  is  also  fifth  in  books  and  tax,  but  is  third  in  circulation.  Utica 
is  seventh  in  size,  seventh  in  books,  fifth  in  circulation  and  fourth 
in  amount  of  tax. 

Comparing  this  table  with  that  of  1903  representing  43  cities,  we 
find  that  2  cities,  which  in  that  year  paid  something,  this  year  paid 
nothing.  In  7  other  cities  the  library  payment  was  something  less 
and  in  19  cities  it  was  more  than  the  previous  year.  Large  addi- 
tions appear  at  Amsterdam,  Cohoes,  Little  Falls,  Mount  Vernon, 
Newburgh,  New  York,  Niagara  Falls,  North  Tonawanda,  Ogdens- 
burg,  Schenectady,  Utica,  Watervliet  and  Yonkers.  In  7  of  the 
above  cities,  new  Carnegie  buildings  have  been  opened.  New  York 
paid  $50,000  more.  The  total  increase  in  45  cities  was  $66,840  or 
11%  on  last  year's  tax. 

A  column  has  been  added  showing  the  average  tax  per  volume  of 
circulation.  It  is  not  claimed  that  extent  of  circulation  is  a  fair 
test  of  economic  administration.     Cheap  books  can  be  largely  cir- 
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culated  at  small  cost.  The  highest  service  may  consist  in  sending 
out  fewer  books  and  better  ones,  or  in  developing  valuable  reference 
service  which  circulates  nothing  at  all.  Still  this  line  of  compari- 
son is  suggestive.  The  average  of  all  the  cities  is  6|  cents  per  vol- 
ume. New  York  as  a  whole  shows  6|  cents,  though  there  is  con- 
siderable variation  in  the  several  boroughs,  Manhattan  showing 
4i  cents,  Brooklyn  iii  and  Queens  12^  cents  per  volume. 

19  cities  report  a  tax  of  less  than  6  cents  a  volume. 

1 1  report  a  tax  of  more  than  7  cents.  Syracuse  reaches  the  limit 
of  i8|  cents,  Watervliet  17  cents  on  the  smallest  circulation  of  any 
city,  Ogdensburg  15I,  Niagara  Falls  laf,  New  Rochelle  i2-|-,  North 
Tonawanda  10^,  Poughkeepsie  io|  and  Utica  lof  cents  per  volume.

New  York  city.  The  following  table  gives  volumes  and  circula- 
tion of  each  free  library  in  each  borough. 

Only  4  libraries  are  receiving  any  income  from  city  taxation. 
Others  are  supported  by  endowments,  subscriptions  and  individual 
gifts  and  services.  Several  are  connected  with  city  charitable  and 
educational  work. 

Some  libraries,  reported  in  former  years,  having  become  branches 
of  the  New  York  Public  Library,  disappear  from  the  list.  The  total 
increase  for  the  year  is  212,069  volumes  or  21%  and  increase  in  cir- 
culation 388,415  or  6^%.  Aside  from  Brooklyn  Library  books^ 
the  increase  would  be  50,329  volumes  or  5%,  increase  both  in  new 
books  and  in  circulation  being  somewhat  less  than  in  1903.  The 
amount  received  from  taxation  increased  $50,699.09  or  13%. 

Manhattan  borough  gained  15,704  in  voltunes  or  2%  and  7i,48g 
in  circulation  or  i|%.  Brooklyn  gained  196,559  in  volumes  and  in 
circulation  283,249  or  18%.  Leaving  out  the  Brooklyn  Library, 
increase  in  volumes  is  34,819  or  13%.  Queensborough  libraries 
increased  5 161  in  volumes  or  11%  and  in  circulation  30,248  or  14%. 

The  books  in  the  New  York  free  libraries  are  39%  of  all  in  the 
state,  while  their  circulation  for  the  year  is  55%  of  the  state  re- 
turns.

Auburn  Academic  High  School  librar}'^  was  badly  damaged  by 
fire. 

The  Seymour  Library  of  Auburn  in  accepting  the  deed  of  the  Case 
Memorial  building  agreed  to  a  contract  with  the  city  binding  it  to 
pay  9  cents  a  volume  on  the  yearly  circulation  of  the  library,  but 
not  to  exceed  $3000  in  1905. 

Binghamton  City  School  Library  was  b\^  vote  of  Board  of  Edu- 
cation Aug.  I,  1904  merged  into  Binghamton  Public  Library. 

Brooklyn  Institute,  Children's  Musetun  Library  reports  increase 
of  interest  in  high  school  pupils,  the  Training  School  for  Teachers 
and  many  teachers  preparing  lessons  on  the  new  course  of  study. 
In  6  months  29,921  books  were  used  in  the  rooms. 
'  At  Bridgehampton  the  Hampton  Library  proposes  to  open  a  free 
reading  room. 

Lafayette  High  School  devotes  one  of  the  rooms  in  its  new  build- 
ing to  a  branch  of  the  Buffalo  Public  Library  open  to  pupils  one 
hour  a  day  and  to  the  public  3  hours. 

Kirkland  Town  Library  at  Clinton  has  established  a  small  station 
at  the  village  of  Kirkland. 

Fillmore  High  School  lost  its  entire  library  by  fire  Dec.  23,  1903. 

The  librarian  of  Hobart  College,  Geneva,  having  leave  of  absence 
for  a  year  gave  $400  of  his  salary  for  books  for  the  library. 

Ilion  Public  Library  increased  its  hours  of  opening.  It  is  now 
open  9  a.  m.  to  9  p.m.  From  November  1903  to  May  1904  it  was 
open  for  reading  on  Sunday  from  12:30  to  5:30  p.m. 

Mountainside  Library  at  Joshua's  Rock  gave  a  lantern  slide  lec- 
ture when  it  occupied  its  new  building  in  August.  A  system  of 
free  book  delivery  by  mail  carrier  is  under  consideration. 
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Katonah  Village  Improvement  Society  celebrated  its  25th.  an- 
niversary October  21,  1903. 

Lewiston  Union  School  lost  its  library  by  fire  in  February  1904. 
_  Liverpool  Public  Library  moved  from  the  schoolhouse  to  a  brick 
building. 

Queensborough  Library.  Interior  walls  of  Nelson  branch  have 
been  repainted.  A  collection  of  50  framed  drawings  in  black  and 
white,  lent  by  the  Century  Co.  has  been  hung. 

Massena  Library  raised  by  a  rummage  sale  $55.60  for  furnishing 
new  rooms. 

Mattituck  Library  to  have  rooms  in  a  new.  building  given  to  the 
village  by  Frank  M.  Lupton  of  Brooklyn. 

JSIew  Berlin  Library  had  free  lectures  and  informal  talks.  Una- 
dilla  Valley  Historical  Society  and  the  Village  Improvement  Society 
hold  meetings  in  the  library. 

New  Rochelle  Public  Library'-  opened  from  November  22,  1903 
its  reading  room  on  Sunday  2  to  6  p.m.  Reading  room  attendance 
for  the  year  was  larger  by  3595.  A  Bodley  Club  libran^  is  taken 
with  250  books  exchanged  every  month.  7  lectures  were  given  in 
Library  Hall  during  the  year. 

Jewish  Theological  Seminary  in  New  York  reports  that  it  has  the 
mpst  valuable  collection  of  Hebrew  books,  manuscripts  and  scrolls 
in  America.  Since  June  1903  it  has  acquired  11,000  volumes,  inr 
eluding  50  incunabula. 

The  East  High  School  of  Rochester  received  4000  from  the  Cen- 
tral Librar}'-  which  has  been  closed. 

Rochester  University  is  making  extensive  improvements  in  ac- 
commodations for  the  librar}'. 

Schaghticoke  High  School  library  was  opened  every  week  during 
the  summer  for  use  of  students. 

Syracuse  Public  Library,  pending  completion  of  its  new  building, 
has  suffered  from  the  separation  of  its  reference  and  circulating  de- 
partments in  different  buildings. 

Syracuse  University  has  added  a  west  wing  to  its  library  build- 
ing with  rooms  for  cataloguing  and  the  library  economy  depart- 
ment. A  large  lecture  room  is  in  the  basement.  The  library  was 
open  evenings  during  the  winter. 

Yonkers  Public  Library  has  changed  its  charging  system  and 
published  fiction  lists  and  annual  report.  A  series  of  book  marks 
was  used  in  the  children's  room,  A  bulletin  containing  subject 
reading  lists  was  distributed. 
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New  library  buildings  occupied  within  the  year  ending  Sep.  30,  1904

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LEGISLATION 

In  1904  legislative  sessions  were  held  in  16  states.  12  of  these 
passed  37  library  laws  of  general  appHcation  and  a  number  of  local 
acts.  Geographically  they  are  divided:  North  Atlantic  States,  6 
laws  in  4  states;  Southern,  15  laws  in  6  states;  North  Central,  8,  all 
in  Ohio;  Western,  8,  all  in  Iowa. 

In  New  York  the  unification  bill  is  of  first  importance.  It  com- 
bines in  one  the  University  of  the  State  of  New  York  and  the  De- 
partment of  Public  Instruction  forming  the  Education  Department. 
This  is  controlled  by  a  board  of  11  (formerly  23)  Regents  elected 
by  the  Legislature,  one  each  year  for  a  term  of  11  years,  instead  of 
for  life  as  formerly.  The  chief  executive,  the  Commissioner  of  Ed- 
ucation, is  elected  for  6  years,  and  has  large  independent  powers. 
He  has  appointed  3  assistant  commissioners,  a  director  of  libraries 
and  a  director  of  science.  In  the  Library  Division  are  centralized 
all  library  and  home  education  activities  of  the  State,  including  the 
State  Library,  common  school,  public  and  traveling  libraries, 
traveling  pictures,  study  clubs,  extension  teaching  etc. 

Public  libraries.  Considerable  activity  is  manifest  in  the  South. 
Alabama  for  the  first  time  mentions  library  associations  in  a  law, 
which  is  only  a  brief  addition  to  the  code  relating  to  corporations, 
stating  that  a  library  shall  have  3  to  9  trustees.  Georgia  has 
amended  the  law  of  1901  which  placed  the  management  of  public 
libraries  in  the  hands  of  school  authorities.  This  power  is  now 
vested  in  a  board  of  trustees  elected  by  the  city  council.  This  in- 
sures the  attention  of  a  board  whose  sole  aim  is  to  promote  the 
.growth  and  influence  of  the  public  library.  In  Ohio  public  libraries 
in  cities  and  villages  are  to  have  6  trustees,  not  over  3  from  same 
political  party,  not  over  3  women. 

Joint  control  of  public  libraries.  In  Iowa  colleges  and  cities  may 
jointly  establish  and  maintain  public  libraries  on  such  terms  as  may 
be  mutually  agreed,  the  library  tax  and  qualifications  of  trustees 
being  the  same  as  in  other  cities,  the  city  treasurer  to  pay  library 
taxes  to  library  treasurer. 

Transfer.  Ohio  municipalities  may  transfer  suitable  property  to 
district  public  libraries.  Kentucky  free  library  corporations  may 
transfer  libraries  to  cities  or  towns  for  free  use. 

School  libraries.  New  York  raised  the  annual  appropriation  for 
school  libraries  from  $55,000  to  $100,000.  Regulations  for  dis- 
tribution are  to  be  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  Education.  The 
state  grant  and  its  equivalent  can  be  spent  for  approved  books  only. 
•South  Carolina  follows  the  plan  of  North  CaroUna.     When  $10  have 
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teen  raised  by  private  subscription  in  any  district,  the  county  and 
the  state  shall  each  appropriate  a  like  amount.  Districts  may  ex- 
change libraries.  $5000  annually  are  appropriated  and  grants  are 
limited  to  12  schools  a  year  in  any  one  county. 

Traveling  libraries.  New  Jersey  transfers  the  management  of 
traveling  libraries  from  the  State  Library  to  the  Public  Library 
Commission.  This"  is  contrary  to  the  prevailing  tendency,  when 
changes  are  made,  for  the  state  library  to  absorb  the  commission 
and  assume  its  functions,  as  in  New  Hampshire,  Ohio  and  Wash- 
ington. 

State  libraries.  The  Kentucky  State  Librarian  is  to  be  elected 
by  the  General  Assembly  every  4  years  (formerly  every  2  years), 
with  salary  increased  from  $1000  to  $1200.  Georgia  raises  assistant 
librarian's  alary  from  $800  to  $1200.  Virginia  gives  $5000  for 
more  assistants  and  permits  books  to  be  lent  for  2  weeks  instead  of 
10  days,  repealing  a  clause  forbidding  removal  of  books  from  the  city 
of  Richmond  and  substitutes  the  advanced  idea  of  interlibrary  loans 
and  traveling  libraries. 

Documents.  7  states  dealt  with  distribution  and  exchange  of 
public  documents.  Rhode  Island  gives  the  State  Library  25  copies 
of  every  state  publication  for  distribution  to  libraries  in  the  state. 
Iowa  authorizes  the  Secretary  of  State  to  exchange  the  code  for 
documents  of  foreign  countries  for  the  State  Library.  State  docu- 
ments are  to  be  sent  to  colleges  on  application.  Such  documents 
as  are  not  required  for  public  use  are  referred  to  the  State  Librarian 
and  the  Curators  of  State  and  Law  Library  of  the  Historical  De- 
partment on  whose  recommendation  the  executive  council  may  dis- 
pose of  documents. 

Law  libraries.  In  Alabama  the  Supreme  Court  librarian's  salary 
is  raised.  Ohio  provides  for  printing  and  distributing  the  catalogue 
of  1 904  of  the  Supreme  Court  Library  and  requires  counties  to  pay 
librarian's  salary  where  an  association  maintains  a  free  law  library. 
In  Massachusetts  incorporated  law  libraries  are  to  receive  free  the 
same  public  documents  as  county  law  libraries. 

Historical  societies.  Maryland  gives  $4000  to  State  Historical 
Society  to  prepare  and  publish  state  archives.  Ohio  $7500  for  re- 
publishing 12  annual  volumes  of  State  Archaeological  and  Histor- 
ical Society.  Iowa  appropriates  $7500  annually  [formerly  $1000] 
for  support  of  State  Historical  Society  and  $200,000  to  complete 
state  historical,  memorial  and  art  building. 

Tax.  Ohio  township  trustees  may  levy  annually  i  instead  of  tV 
mill    for    public     libraries.     Iowa    raises    the    maximum    tax    in 
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cities  and  towns  to  2  mills,  formerly  i  mill  in  first -class  and  2  in 
second -class  cities.  In  addition  it  permits  20%  of  the  mulct  tax 
to  be  given  to  public  libraries. 

Capital  stock.  In  New  Jersey  educational,  library  or  literary 
corporations  may  issue  capital  stock,  change  name,  etc. 

Penalties.  Iowa  fixes  a  penalty  of  $100  or  30  days  imprisonment 
for  injury  to  library  property.  In  Virginia  one  half  the  fine  for 
damage  to  State  Library  property  is  to  go  to  the  library  and  it  is 
made  a  misdemeanor  not  to  return  books  within  ^  weeks  after  no- 
tice.

The  committee  on  library  institutes  reported  through  W :  R.  East- 
man, showing  that  8  meetings  had  been  held  under  its  auspices.  In 
each  place,  save  in  the  central  New  York  district,  where  the  sessions 
were  confined  to  one  day,  the  meetings  began  in  the  afternoon 
and  continued  into  the  next  day.  In  some  places  there  were  3  ses- 
sions, in  others,  4.  Of  the  8  places  visited,  only  2,  Geneva  and 
Albany,  had  received  previous  meetings.  The  following  table  shows 
the  date,  record  of  attendance,  and  the  name  of  each  conductor.

Mention  should  also  be  made  of  the  ver}'  practical  and  profitable 
institutes  held  under  the  auspices  of  the  Long  Island  Library  Club, 
at  Jamaica,  Nov.  21,  1903  and  at  Rockville  Center,  May   14,   1904. 

The  report  continues: 

In  accordance  with  the  published  program,  the  first  session  of 
each  meeting  was  occupied  with  the  practical  problems  of  reference 
in  a  srnall  librar5^  In  preparation  for  most  of  the  institutes,  a  few 
sample  questions  were  sent  out  in  advance.  The  result  of  these 
exercises  was  to  demonstrate  the  vast  resources  hidden  in  a  com- 
paratively common  and  small  collection  of  books,  when  handled  by 
an  intelligent  librarian. 

The  sessions  of  the  second  day  were  generally  occupied  by  two 
subjects  of  never  ending  interest,  work  with  children  and  buying 
books,  and  were  filled  with  profitable  experience  and  suggestion. 
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The  evening  sessions  were  given  over  to  the  local  club  and  were 
generally  made  the  occasion  of  a  direct  appeal  to  the  public.

It  thus  appears  that  for  the  first  and  second  years,  the  attendance 
was  nearly  equal,  and  that  in  the  last  year  there  was  a  slight  falling 
off  in  numbers.  Some  meeting  places  this  year  were  not  as  central 
as  before,  and  this  decrease  may  mean  only  that  those  who  came 
at  first  for  curiosity  were  content  to  stay  away,  while  those  who 
came  for  work  and  profit,  remained  as  earnest  as  ever.  That  the 
quality  of  the  meetings  was  inferior  will  not  be  suggested  by  any  one 
present.  Indeed,  they  seemed  to  be  raore  practical  and  helpful 
than  ever  before  and  quite  as  highly  appreciated  by  those  who  came. 
But  clearly  the  year  has  not  seen  an  advance  in  numbers,  and  the 
libraries  and  librarians  which  have  not  been  reached  are  largely  in 
the  majority.  Out  of  500  to  600  libraries  in  the  State,  whose  co- 
operation is  desired,  only  108  were  counted  present  in  1902,  and  but 
80  in   1904. 

The  organization  of  8  local  library  clubs  has  been  a  distinct  gain. 
Each  of  these  clubs  made  certain  the  presence  of  a  group  of  interested 
persons  who  accepted  the  responsibility  of  making  preparation  for 
the  meetings,  arranging  the  program  of  the  evening  sessions,  and 
sending  notice  to  the  neighboring  libraries.  Some  accomplished 
more  than  others  but  in  every  case  these  few  devoted  workers 
undoubtedly  accomplished  more  than  the  state  committee  could 
possibly  have  done  this  year  without  them.  The  hope  for  the 
future  of  the  institute  movement  on  its  present  lines  will  rest  largely 
in  the  hands  of  the  district  clubs.  The  following  table  shows  the 
organization  of  these  clubs  for  the  current  year: 
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We  have  now  the  experience  of  three  years  of  Hbrary  institutes  to 
guide  us  in  our  plans  for  the  future.  That  we  have  alread}^  accom- 
plished something  important  is  clear,  that  there  is  very  much  more 
to  be  done  is  equally  clear.  What  we  have  gained  is  that  groups 
of  librarians  here  and  there  are  getting  together  and  that  their 
library  work  means  more  to  them  than  it  did,  and  they  are  begin- 
ning to  do  it  better.  The  task  yet  before  us  is  to  persuade  the 
majoritv  of  librarians  in  the  small  places  that  they  are  called  to  do 
something  more  than  merely  to  hand  out  and  charge  the  books  that 
are  called  for.  We  want  to  lead  them  to  see  the  significance  of 
their  service  of  introducing  the  people  to  the  ministry  and  society  of 
books  and  induce  them  to  make  great  efforts  to  be  efficient  in  doing 
this.  At  the  same  time  we  want  to  create  such  a  popular  apprecia- 
tion of  this  great  service  that  it  shall  be  welcomed  and  rewarded. 

A  voluntary  association  like  ours  can  hardly  be  expected  to 
accomplish  such  a  service.  There  is  not  among  us  a  leisure  class  on 
which  we  can  draw  to  the  needed  extent.  The  leaders  whom  we 
want  are  not  at  liberty,  except  for  occasional  service,  and  the  associ- 
ation is  hardly  prepared  to  maintain  a  bureau  for  this  purpose. 

It  has  therefore  been  suggested  that  we  call  on  the  State  for  help. 
Already  the  State  is  doing  a  good  share  of  the  work.  There  is  in 
the  state  service  a  small  body  of  workers  whose  plans  are  turned 
toward  the  same  ends  that  the  association  has  in  view. 

The  State  in  appealing  to  the  libraries,  has  several  advantages,  in 
that  all  the  libraries  are  organized  by  the  State,  report  to  and  are 
visited  by  the  State,  and  many  of  them  receive  aid  from  the  State. 
To  carry  on  these  relations,  a  library  division  staff  is  a  necessity. 
A  comparatively  slight  reinforcement  might  furnish  precisely  the 
help  needed  for  the  larger  service. 

The  association,  at  its  meeting  in  1903  voted  to  send  a  copy  of 
the  report  on  institutes,  to  the  Regents  of  the  University,  "together 
with  a  communication  calling  the  attention  of  the  Regents  to  the 
results  already  accomplished  by  the  institutes,  thanking  the  Re- 
gents for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  in  this  work,  and  urging 
them  to  continue  like  assistance  in  the  future."  At  a  meeting  of 
the  Regents  Dec.  3,  1903,  it  was: 

Voted,  That  the  Regents  are  pleased  to  receive  from  the  New 
York  Library  Association  their  report  of  library  institutes  held 
during  the  past  two  years.  They  can  not  fail  to  recognize  the  great 
value  of  this  movement,  not  only  in  the  advice  and  instruction 
given  to  librarians,  but  also  in  bringing  to  many  communities  a 
new  sense  of  the  vital  significance  of  public  libraries  in  the  educa- 
tional system,  and  in  emphasizing  the  equally  vital  importance  of 
intelligent  library  administration.  The  Regents  appreciate  and 
welcome  this'  voluntary  and  generous  service,  and  assure  the  as- 
sociation of  their  deep  interest  in  the  success  of  the  work  under- 
taken. Through  its  proper  department,  the  University  will  gladly 
cooperate  with  the  Library  Association,  and  extend  such  aid  and 
■encouragement  as  may  properly  and  wisely  be  given. 
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On  the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  the  following  resolu- 
tions were  adopted: 

1  That  in  the  judgment  of  this  association,  the  work  of  library- 
institutes  is  of  vital  importance,  and  should  be  strengthened  and 
continued. 

2  That  the  officers  of  the  association  acting  jointly  with  the- 
committee  on  institutes,  are  instructed  to  send  a  copy  of  this  report 
to  the  State  Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  Regents  of  the 
University,  asking  their  early  and  earnest  consideration  of  its  sug- 
gestions and  pledging  the  hearty  cooperation  of  this  association  in 
any  steps  the  State  Department  may  take  to  promote  the  utmost 
efficiency  in  library  administration. 

3  That  the  whole  matter  of  the  policy  and  control  of  institutes 
for  the  ensuing  year  be  referred  with  full  power  to  act  to  a  joint 
committee,  to  consist  of  the  executive  board  and  the  Library  In- 
stitute committee,  with  power  to  add  to  their  number. 

The  association  voted  to  continue  the  institute  work  under  the 
same  committee,  consisting  of  J.  H.  Canfield  of  New  York;  W:  R. 
Eastman  of  Albany;  and  A.  L.  Peck  of  Gloversville. 

Other  topics  of  discussion.  The  general  subject  chosen  for  the 
conference  was  The  Function  of  the  Public  Library  in  Democratic 
Society,  the  discussion  of  which  was  opened  by  the  president,  Mrs- 
H.  L.  Elmendorf,  of  Buffalo.

National  associations 

American  Library  Association.  The  26th  annual  meeting  of  the 
American  Library  Association  was  held  at  St  Louis  Mo.  Oct.  17-22 
with  an  attendance  of  over  600  delegates,  representing  16  different 
countries,  Austria,  Belgium,  Chih,  China,  France,  Germany,  Great 
Britain,  Guatemala,  Holland,  Honduras,  Italy,  Japan,  Mexico, 
Norway,  Peru  and  Sweden.  The  sessions  held  in  the  main  hall  of 
the  Hall  of  Congresses,  notwithstanding  the  many  exposition  attrac- 
tions, were  faithfully  and  enthusiastically  attended. 

Dr  Herbert  Putnam's  president's  address  was  on  The  Growth  of 
the  Influence  of  Librarians. 

Mr  L.  Stanley  Jast,  delegate  from  England,  gave  an  address  on 
Library  Extension  Methods  in  Great  Britain,  outlining  in  particular, 
the  practice  of  giving  library  lectures  and  book  talks  to  the  public. 

An  extended  and  interesting  paper  on  Recent  Library  Practice  in 
Great  Britain  by  Henry  Bond  of  England  was  read  by  A.  E.  Bost- 
wick  of  New  York. 

Other  subjects  treated  by  foreign  delegates  were:  Library 
Legislation  in  Great  Britain;  Work  with  Children  in  British 
Libraries ;  Production  of  Books  in  Great  Britain ;  Popular  Libraries 
in  Denmark;  Progress  and  Present  State  of  Libraries  in  New  Zea- 
land; Research  Libraries  in  Sweden;  Swedish  Union  Accessions 
Katalog ;  The  General  Library  Situation  in  Italy ;  State  Supported 
Libraries  of  Norway. 
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Bibliographic  projects,  international  and  national,  received  a 
large  share  of  attention.  M.  Henri  LaFontaine,  of  the  Institut 
International  de  Bibliographic,  outlined  the  work  of  the  Institut 
toward  the  formation  of  a  universal  bibliography.  He  dwelt  par- 
ticularly on  the  growing  use  of  the  American  decimal  classification 
as  a  universal  scheme,  both  in  its  more  simple  form  and  in  the 
highly  elaborated  form  in  use  in  the  Brussels  Institut  and  Mr  H.  H. 
Field  reviewed  the  activities  of  the  Concilium  Bibliographicum  of 
Zurich.  Dr  Cyrus  Adler  spoke  on  the  International  Catalog  of 
Scientific  Literature.  Dr  J.  D.  Thompson  reported  on  the  hand- 
book of  learned  societies,  now  in  preparation  by  the  Library  of 
Congress.  The  need  of  an  international  bibliography  of  official 
literature,  which  should  bring  out  satisfactorily  the  subjects  dealt 
with  by  the  public  documents,  was  presented  by  Miss  Adelaide  R. 
Hasse,  in  a  most  suggestive  paper. 

Present  Tendencies  in  the  Three  Fields  of  Classification,  Cata- 
loging and  Annotation  brought  out  an  interesting  group  of  addresses, 
particular  attention  being  given  to  the  matter  of  international 
cooperation  in  cataloguing. 

There  were  also  some  papers  dealing  directly  with  American 
library  conditions.  State  Aid  to  Libraries  as  developed  in  recent 
years  in  various  states  of  the  Union,  was  reviewed  by  Miss  Gratia 
Countryman.  W.  D.  Johnston,  of  the  Library  of  Congress,  urged 
the  need  of  an  annual  yearbook  of  library  science.  R.  R.  Bowker 
presented  a  paper  on  Recent  Bibliography  in  the  United  States., 

The  total  membership  was  reported  over  1400,  the  largest  in  the 
history  of  the  association. 

The  report  on  gifts  and  bequests  showed  a  total  of  506  gifts  to 
libraries  for  the  year,  representing  in  all,  137,318  volumes  and 
$6,103,137,  of  which  $1,507,600  were  Carnegie  grants. 

The  report  on  librar}"  administration  outlined  the  fixed  items 
needed  in  a  library  report,  and  gave  excellent  suggestions  on 
uniformity  and  practical  details. 

The  committee  onr  elations  with  the  book  trade  reported  its 
efforts  to  keep  libraries  informed  of  economical  methods  of  buying 
books,  and  of  means  to  mitigate  the  hardships  occasioned  by  the 
present  net  price  system.
